ARE FORCED RETIRE. 


Big Squadron Driven Back in Confu- 
sion to the Belgian Coast. 


ONDON, July 22.—Another day- 
light raid, carried out over the 
east coast of England this 

morning, resulted in the repulse of 

twenty German airplanes 
after they had dropped a number 
of bombs over Felixstowe and Har- 
wich, Killing eleven persons and in- 
juring twenty-six. An alarm was 
sounded in London, but before the 
Germans could reach any point near 
the city they were attacked heavily 
by defending squadrons of aircraft, 
which caused them to beat a hasty 
retreat. The damage to property is 
insignificant. An official report is- 
sued this evening says a Royal Fiy- 
ing Corps patro] encountered several 
machines returning to their base 


and brought down one at sea, near 
the Belgian cwoast. 

The morning broke bright and 
sunny, but a thick haze soon ap- 
peared. At about 8 o'clock the 
enemy machines were seen flying to- 
ward the coast. They received a 
bot reception and were hardly well 
over the coast before their forma- 
tion was broken up. They dropped 
bombs hastily before retreating. 

Observers say that the gun fire 
which followed the section which 
went down the Eesex coast reached 
a pitch of unusual intensity. It was 
the movements of this squad which 
caused the firing for the first time 
of new warning signals in London.

PRINCE’ DVOFF’S RESIGNATION 
DUE TO A ROW.

PETROGRAD, July 22.—An au- 
thorized statement announces that 
a partial solution of the ministerial 
crisis was reached at a ministerial 
council held Sunday morning and 
confirms that the principal reason 
of Prince Lvoff'a resignation from 
the Premiership was the agrarian 
policy, on whi an irreconcilable 
difference arose between the Premier 
anda the Socialist Ministers, especial- 
ly the Minister of Agriculture.

FURIOUS ATTACK ENDS IN 
COSTLY LOSSES. 3 


Hundreds of Teuton Bodies Lie 
on the Ground and the Unlucky 
Ones Left Holding the Trench 
‘Can Neither Advance Nor Retire 
in Safety.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, July 22.—The first divi- 
sion of the German guard in its 
furious attack on the eastern end of 
the Chemin-des-Dames on the Aisne 
front, during Thursday night and 
Friday morning gained.nothing but a 
death trap in the shape of a trench 
500 or 600 yards long on the north- 
ern side of the crest between Case- 
mals and Californie plateau, above 
Craonne. The objective of the Ger- 
mans, to obtain possession of obser- 
vation points, was defeated totally. 
Today hundreds of German bodies 
lie on the ground and the Germans 
who supposedly are holding the 
trench cannot advance or retire. 

The cannonade today was most in- 
tense and the French,.who are in a 
position to observe all movements of 
the enemy, smothered with shells 
several attempts of the Germans to 
assemble troops in this vicinity for 
further operation. 

Numbers of prisoners belonging to 
the famous guard regiments were 
taken. A model of the French de- 
fensive system had been constructed 
behind the German lines and the 
troops destined for the attack were 
then instructed with its details be- 
fore making assault. They met their 
masters in the shape of stolid and 
hard fighting regiments from Tou- 
raine which held the position. The 
only point along the whole line of at- 
tack from Craonne to Hurtlebise at 
which the Germans succeeded in ob- 
taining any advantage was between 
the Casemals and Californie plateau, 
where the crest is narrow and where 
it was impossible for the French to 
bring much artillery to bear owing 
to the configuration of the ground, 

All through Thursday night and 
Friday hand-to-hand fighting pro- 
ceeded with grenades and bayonets, 
until the exhausted Germans were 
compelled to seek shelter in shell 
craters and shattered trenches of the 
front line formerly held by the 
French. There they cannot move or 
see, being under constant machine 
gun and artillery fire of dominating 
French batteries, and they still re- 
main on the wrong side of the crest. 
The few yards they gained are being 
reconquered gradually by the French.

JAPAN'S MONEY MARKET 
IN SERIOUS CONDITION. 


Loans Floated for Past Few Months for Purpose of 
Regulating Financial Supply Have Ended in Failure 
and it is Said the Latest One will not be Announced 
Publicly Because of its Doubtful Success. 


[BY PACIFIC CABLE AND DIRECT WIRE EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. ] 


OKIO, July 223.—Japan'’s money } 
market today is in a precarious 
condition. Loans floated for 

the past few months for the pur- 
pose of regulating the money sup- 
ply in Japan have ended in a fail- 
ure. It is understood that the re- 
sult of the latest one will not even 
be announced publicly on account 
of its doubtful success. this 
light, according to a certain business 
man the recent change in the gov- 
ernment loan policy is of serious 
importance. 

The government has asked for 
the approval of the imperial diet in 
the extraordinary session, of its 
plan to float a number of big loans 


during the present fiscal year, which 
include the following: 
War expenses, $30,000,000.

This is only part of the whole 
loan programme. The government 
plans to float $200,000,000 worth of 
treasury bonds during the year to 
secure for exchange banks funds 
with which to buy export bills. 


SIGNIFICANT. 
This is a significant change in the 
government policy which will have 


a lasting effect on Japan's national 


finance. During the last few years 
Japan's obligations have been 
steadily reduced. At the end of 
March the total stood at $2,467.- 


a further decrease of $50,000,000 
in the shape of foreign loans, How- 
ever, it will be offset by a bigger in- 
crease in domestic loans and the 
so-called sinking fund policy will 
lose its meaning. 

During thé next fiscal year the 
government, as consequent upon the 
addition of the loan policy, will float 
various loans which will total $75,- 
£00,000. If the war continues much 
longer the increase in national debts 
will mount up nearly as rapidly as 
that sum indicates. Probably at the 
end of the fiscal year the total of 
Japan's loans will surpass the level 
of $2,500,000,000. 

PRESENT SCHEME, 

The present scheme has anothei 
bearing on Japan’s finance, namely, 
the increase in high-interest loans.

Obstacles are cropping 
up now in the matter of getting 
lumber shipped and along other 
lines which Maj, Oury’s friends al- 
lege will not be eliminated by Maj. 
Hamilton’s present plans for pur- 
chasing. The chief reasons cited by 
those who believe Maj. Oury or some 
other regular army officer of the 
quartermaster’s department should 
be in charge of lumber purchasing 
are these: The fact that Maj. Ham- 
ilton, as purchasing agent for Stone 
& Webster, lets contracts for the 
government to Stone & Webster, 
naturally creates an unfavorable im- 
pression among the public.

Into Action for Draft 


ASHINGTON, July 22.—Hav- 
ing designated by lot the or- 
Ger of lability to military 
service the gqvernment will enter to- 
morrow upon the process of determ- 
ining on merit which shall be sent 
to the battle line and which shall 
romain at home to help feed and 
munition the nation’s army. 

The local exemption bohrds now 
come into action. To them will be 
mailed tomorrow night the official 
lists of the numbers drawn in the 
draft lottery. Beginning at the top 
of the list the board in each exemp- 
tion district will summon twice as 
many registrants as the aggregate 
of the quota assigned to it by the 
State authorities. 


In some districts, it is “expected, 
the boards will begin examining 
registrants and determining exemp- 
tion claims within the next fort- 
night. After being selected for the 
army the registrants wil] have sev- 
eral weeks in which to settle his 
business affairs before going to the 
training camp. - 
FIRST IN LINE, 
The man who stands near the 
head of the list, especially within 
the first call of the local board, 
should immediately find the office of 
his board and verify the’ order in 
which his number was drawn, Then 
if he intends to file claim for exemp- 
tion or discharge, he should care- 
fully examine the regulations. If 
listed among those needed for the 
first contingent he will receive a no- 
tice of call. If he hag moved from 
the address given on registration 
day, he should either notify the local 
board having jurisdiction over him 
or arrange for immediate forward- 
ing of any mail] sent to his former 
address. Within seven days after 
the date this notice is sent he may 
make a claim for exemption or dis- 
charge. He then has ten days more 
in which to file affidavits proving his 
The men called must appear for 
physical examination on the date 
specified in the calli Otherwise he 
violates the selective service act and 
renders himself subject to the same 
penalty he would have incurred had 
he failed to register on June 6. 
The registrant who has only an 
industrial or agricultural exemption 
claim to make need not support his 
claim before the local board. He 
must wait until he receives notice 
that his claims are to be certified to 
the district boards. Within five days 
after this notice is mailed he must 
file his iftndustrial or agricultural 
claim with the district board to 
which it has been certified. He then 
has five additiona] davs in which to 
file affidavits supporting the claim.

3 A SAMOAN TREATY. : 


LAA 


[Christian Science Monitor:] “One 
morning in 1877, while sitting at 
my desk tn the Department of State, 
I was informed that two gentlemen 


to see me,” writes Frederick [W. 
Seward, in his “Reminiscences of a 
War-time Statesman and Diplomat.” 

“On entering they introduced 
themselves. One was an American 
merchant, who had been engaged in 
business at Apia Harbor. The other 
was a tall, fine-looking, swarthy- 
complexioned man, in ordinary 
American dress, who proved to be 
the Secretary of State afid Minister 
of Foreign Affairs of the Samoan 
Islands. 

“He spoke English easily and 
puently, but with some quaint idioms 
that seemed to render it more im- 
pressive. When I asked how he had 
learned it, he told me that he was 
taught by the missionaries. Schools 
and text-books not being available, 
his chief study of the language had 
been the Bible. 

“His credentials proved to be all in 
Proper form, and as the business 
which brought him to Washington 
Was So important it had been deemed 
Wise that he should come himself, 
instead of intrusting it to any diplo- 
Matic or consular representative, I 
duly presented him to Secretary of 
State Mr. Evarts and to President 
Hayes, and I was authorized to dis- 
cuss matters with him on the part 
of our government, 

“With the increase of intercourse 
and trade, the Samoan Islanders had 
perceived that they might become the 
object of some intrigue, or perhaps 
fall under the sway of some one of 
the maritime powers of Europe, 
whom they would be powerless to, 
resist. Doubtful of their ability to 
maintain peaceful and stable ex- 
istence, they wished the United 
States to recognize and protect their 
independence, to establish ocommer- 
cial relations with their poset. and 
to assist them in their steps toward 
regulated and responsible govern- 
ment. 


“In short, his mission was nothing 
less than to ask that they might 
come under the flag of the United 
States, and become a part of our 
lextended dominion, either by farmal 
annexation or under a protectorate, 
in such form as the American gov- 
ernment might prefer. 


“I explained that, while the Ameri- 
can people had in former years been 
Willing and desirous of extending 
their national domain on the con- 
tinent, yet there had now come a 
decided change in public opinion. 
Extension of the national boundaries 
Was now looked upon with disfavor. 
Especially was there a strong op- 
position to the acquisition of any 
islands, near or remote, inhabited 
by any race but our own; the pro- 
posed treaties for naval habors in 
the West Indies, and for the ac- 
quisition of St. Thomas, Santa Cruz 
and Santo Domingo, had been shelved 
or summarily rejected. Even the 
Panama Canal had been allowed to 
pass into the hands of a European 
power; and the purchase of Alaska 
was still a subject of reproach and 
—a and pronounced a gigantic 
folly.” 

“The leading members of the For- 
eign Affairs committees in Congress 
were sounded. There were 
differences of opinion among them, 
but practically ail were agreed that 
the times were inauspicious for the 
consideration of any such subject. 
The SeMate would not consent to any 
treaty that involved expense or obli- 
gation, and the House, in which tWere 
was an anti-administration majority 
would vote it down as a matter of 
course. It seemed to be considered a 
mark of patriotism to oppose any 
‘addition to our own country. 

“The Samoan envoy listened 
gravely and sadly to the recital of 
these adverse conditions. Finally, 
said that I might draw up the treaty 
in any form I thought. best, and he 
believed his people would agree. 
They would give up their best har- 
bor, that of Pago-Pago, which for- 
tunately was as yet unoccupied, and 
in return would ask nothing except 
our assurances of peace and friend- 
ship. 

“I drafted a treaty, and another, 
and yet another, endeavoring to meet 
the various Congressional and popu- 
lar objections. It seemed as if the 
Senate might be induced to consent 
to the acceptance of a harbor, pro- 
vided the country was not to pay 
anything for it, or even to agree to 
protect or defend It. 

“So at last the treaty was put into 
that form. Even the phrases tender- 
ing our good offices in case of dis- 

utes with other powers were ob- 
ected to, but were finally allowed to 
stand. The treaty was signed and 
sealed by the 
Mamea, the Samoan envoy, 
sent to the Senate, and in due time 
was confirmed. 

“The press and the public seemed | 
to regard the matter with indiffer- 
ence, and the House refused any ap- 
propriation for a coal yard for Pago- 
Pago, which remained deserted and 
unused, 

“The diplomatia corps, of course, 
took note of the Samoan affair. 
Some of them were amused and 
others puzzled by it. For a nation of 
‘andgrabbers’ as we were called in 
Europe, we seemed to be very slow 
and reluctant to take steps for our 
own aggrandizement. When I men- 
toned to the British Minister, Sir 
Edward Thornton, that the Samoans 
might perhaps ask Queen Victoria 
for a protectorate, in case their 
negotiations with us should fail, he 
smiled and said, ‘Well, I suppose we

Viewpoint, 
AN HAY AND THE 
IRISH QUESTION. 


FAMOUS AUTHOR EXPLALNS 
BRITAIN'S POSITION. 


Brochure Marked by Brevity and 
Clarity is Prepared in Answer to 
Inquiries of Americans Who 
Oan’t Understand Why the Trou- 
bie Remains Unsettiled. | 


(The Argonaut:] Whef the world- 
famous author of “The First Hun- 
G@red Thousand” was in San Fran- 
cisco recently he told an amusing 
story on himself. It seems that after 
his great war book had brought 
him popularity his publishers dug up 
some of his earlier stories and re- 
published them. They were well re- 
sefved, although the author regard- 
ed them rather as amateur efforts. 
But a critic in New York waxed en- 
thusiastic over them and congrat- 
ulated him on his improvement as 
@ writer since the production of his 
most popular book. 

He was summoned from the front 
line trenches before Ypres to do a 
special piece of work for the gov- 
ernment. This was to write a manual 
of machine-gun tactics, a feld which 
was his specialty in the war, and 
for which no book existed in Eng- 
lish. He embodied in it the results 
of his experiences and studies, and 
enunciated the theory that the first 
line of trenches should be regarded 
as outposts, guarded by few men and 
Plenty of machine guns, from which 
the defenders could retire in case 
of a heavy attack without seriously 
weakening the real defense. This did 
not meet the approval of certain old 
officers of the War Office, who held 
that no English army ever retires, 
and so the book was held up for a 

Out of the trenches he was quite 
as active as at the front. He under- 
took a most strenuous lecture tour 
all over America, the proceeds of 
which were devoted to war relief. 
Everywhere Capt. Beith was wel- 
comed with enthusiasm. Meanwhile 
he found time to write a charming 
brochure entitled “Getting Togeth- 
er,” which has already had a fine 
effect on Anglo-American relations. 
But in America he was continually 
met with the question, “Why can't 
you English settle the Ir'sh ques- 
tion?” He realized that this was a 
real stumbling block to a good un- 
derstanding between England and 
America, and for that inatter be- 
tween England and the Dominions. 
Under the title of “The “ppressed 
English,"” he endeavors to answer 
the question, and his manner of do- 
ing so is such a happy bit of satire 
that every Irishman muet read it 
with an appreciation of its humor. 
And underneath its humor there is 
a foundation of sound common 
sense and fact that will appeal to 
the American. 

To begin with, he objects to the 
way in which the word “English” is 
used: 


“As a Scotsman, the English peo- 
ple have my profound sympathy. 
“In the comic papers of all coun-

or was In the days of peace—as stu- 
pid, purseproud, thick-skinned, ar- 
rogant and tyrannical. In voractice, 
what is he? The whipping-boy of the 
British Empire. | 

“In the war of today, for instance, 
whenever anything particularly un- 
Pleasant or unpopular has to be 
done—such as holding up the mails, 
or estabilshing a blacklist of neutr 
firms trading with the . enemy— 
upon whom does the odium fall? 
Upon ‘England,’ never upon France, 
and only occasionally vpon Great 
Britain. The people and press fnter- 
ested thunder against ‘Englands ar- 
rogance.’ Again, in the neutral] duys, 
when an American newspaper pub- 
lished a pro-British article, Potsdain 
complained feverishly that the en- 
tire American press was being 
bribed with the ‘English’ gold. A 
German school teacher its greeted by 
her infant class with the amiabie 
formula: ‘Good morning tsacher. 
Gott strafe England.’ (Never ‘lrit- 
ain,’ as a Scotsman once very 
Tightly complained to me.) On the 
other hand, when there is any credit 
going round-——say, for the capture of 
a hitherto impregnable ridge on the 
western front—to whom ia that 
credit assigned? Well, it depends. 
If the Canadians took a ridge, Can- 
eda gets the credit; and the world’s 
press (including the press of London 
and England generally) pays due 
tribute to the invincible valor of the 
men from the Dominions. Or, !{f a 
Scottish or Irish regiment took the 
ridge, the official report from gen- 
eral headquarters makes apprecia- 
tive reference to the fast. But how 
often do we see the phrase: ‘The 
ridge was stormed, under heavy 
fire, by an English regiment?’ Prac- 
tically never. A victory gained by 
English boys from Devon or York- 
shire appears as a British victory, 
pure and simple.” 

He then proceeds to inquire why 
it is that the credit for the good 
deeds of the British Empire should | 
be ascribed to those respectively re- 
sponsible—except the English— 
while the odium for the so-called 
bad deeds is lumped onto England 
alone. England is a big nation, and 
thereforo is not intenrely sensitive 
and assertive like a small nation. 
Their enemies oa}l them self-satisfied, 
but this is unjuet: , 

“Scotsmen and Irishmen celebrate 
the mysteries of St. Andrew's Day 
and St. Patrick's Day with fervor 
only equaled by that of the average 
American citizen on the Fourth of 
July. But if you were to ask the 
everage Englishman the date of St. 
George’s Day, he probably would not 
be able to tell you: and under no 
circumstances would he dream of 
celebrating the occasion. 

“*Of course, I am proud of being 
an Englishman,’ he says in effect; 
"but everybody realizes that. So why 
advertise the fact unnecessarily? 
Why make a cantata about it?’ 

“Tt is this same attitude of mind 
which causes an Englishman to care 
little, provided a piece of work is 
well done for the cause in which he 
is interested, who gathers the credit 
Instinct and tradition have taught 
him to set the cause above the prize. 
It is this characteristic which makes 
him such an amazingly successful 
subordinate official, whether in the 
services or in commerce. He is not 
vitally interested to climb to the 
top. His job, for its own sake, suf- 
fices him, He is content to work bes 
low the waterline, and if the ship 
goes forward he ig satisfied. So he 
smiles paternally on these aggres- 
sively patriotic ijittle brethren of his; 
allows them to atworb all possible 
credit for their respective achieve- 
ments, and philosophically shoulders 
the responsibility for the short- 
comings of the British empire. It 
saves trouble; it saves explanation, 
and an average Englishman would 
father be scalped than explain.” 

The American has great difficulty 
in understanding the Englishman. 
He cannot make out his reticence 
and the fact that he takes seriaus 
matters frivolousiy and appears seri- 
ous about the frivolous, To the 
Scotsman. likewise the Englishman 
is a puzzie. He finds the English 
“a frivolous, feckless race, devoid of 
,ambition, and incapable of handling 
wetghty matters with the required 
_degree of seriousness. £0 he comes 
‘to London and takes the helm. To- 
‘day a Scot is leading the. British 
‘army in France, sahother is com- 
manding the British grand fleet at’ 
sea, while a third directs the 
Imperia! General Staff at home. The 
Lord Chancellor*is a Scot, so are 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
the Foreign Secretary. (The Prime 
Minister is a Welshman, and the 
First Lord of the Admiralty {s an 
Irishman.) Yet no one has ever 
brought in a bill to give home rule 
to England!” 

But tf it is hard for the American. 
and the Scotsman to understand the 
English, it ig more diffieult still for 
the German, Here is the way Capt. 
Beith puts it: 

“As for the German, his opinion 
can be succinctly summarized. Be- 
fore the war he regarded the Eng- 
lishman from a military point of 
view as a negligible quantity, from 
the commercial point of view as a 
back-number, from the diplo- 
matic point of v as the easiest 
thing on earth. Now, according to 
the latest official intelligence from 
Potsdam, it was the reptile states- 
manship of England that conspired 
with France and Russia to invade 
peaceful Germany, and it is ‘Eng- 
lish gold’ that has lured the people 
of America fo disastrous participa- 
tion in the common doom of the Al- 
lies, As a soldier, the Englishman 
has done better than Potsdam ?- 
pected, but only by shameful! con- 
travention of the usages of war. The 
Prussian is a great stickler for 
etiquette In this respect. War to 
him, whether he be emitting chlorine 
gas or sinking a hospital ship, is a 
serious—nay, sacred—business. But 
the imbecile English persist in re- 
garding war as a game. What is 
worse, they win the game. Not long 
ago a regiment of ‘Kitchener's army’ 
captured a strongly-fortified village 
from the Prussian Guard. That was 
bad ehough, but the manner in which 
it was done amounted to nothing 
less than an outrageous breach of 
professional etiquette. They went 
to the assault kicking a football: 
Their kicked off, and 
they never ftopped until they had 
kicked the ball, riddled with bullets, 
into the trench and captured the 
garrison. And yet the English have 
the temerity to complain of German 
breaches of t{nternational law! Yes, 
I fear the English are most harshly 
spoken of in Germany just now.” 

Having endeavored to explain how 
the oppressed Englishman is fre- 
garded by his friends and: foes, he 
next proceeds to elucidate the Irish 
situation. This is the real raison 
d'etre of the book. The topic tits 
forced upon him by. the questions 
with which he is bombarded in 
America: 


“One of the first queries put to a 
Priton by an American after the pair 
have achieved a certain degree of 
intimacy is, “Why can't you -people 
settie the Irish question?’ 

“The form of the query differs in 


intensity. Earnest well-wishers says: 
‘I don’t pfofess to understand the 
'ines and outs of the matter, but 
wouldn't ft save a deal of trouble 
iall round, if you were to give them 
‘home rule and have done with it?’ 
Candid friends say simply: ‘If you 


English can’t run Ireland yourselves, 
why not let the Irish have a try? 


| (Here again we may note that Eng- 
land, not Great Britain, gets the 
blame.) Finally, a well-meaning but 
ferocious lady wrote to me the other 
day from the Middie West to inquire: 
‘iow does England dare to pose as 
of Beigium, when all 

While she is grindi ire- 
land under her heel?’ 

4he author disclaims the inten- 
ton of going into all the intricacies 
of the home rule question, but he 
Suts forth with remarkable clear- 
ness and admirabie brevity the atti- 
tude of the different parties. The 
Nationalist says something like this: 

All we ask is the right, ag a little 

mauion, sg conduct our affairs in our 
Own way, without interference from 
the offiiciais of another and more 
poWwerltul nation, Ireland tree, and 
ireland a nation, can then take her 
proper place ug a loyal daughter of 
the empire, side by side with Can- 
aaa and Australia.” This sounds rea- 
sonable and unexceptionable, but the 
‘we” of the Nationalist party rep- 
resents some 70 per cent, of the pop- 
Ulation and ignores the existence of 
the minority, a minority that would 
rather die than be forced out of the 
Union. This statement also implies 
that lreland is not free. But Ireland 
is Just as free as Scotland or Wales; 
in some ways her freedom is greater, 
for she is heavily over-represented 
in the House of Commons, If there 
were a redistribution of seats to- 
day, based on proportional repre- 
sentation, Ireland would automati- 
cally lose some thirty seatd. 

“in another respect Ireland enjoys 
a freedom not vouchsafed to the na- 
tions of the sister isle. In the dim 
and distant days before the war Mr. 
Lioyd George was engaged in a cam- 
paign of what his friends called so- 
Clal reform, and his victims rank 
piracy. One of his most unpopular 
..8htig of legislation was the land 
valuation act, and another was his 
national insurance scheme. Neither 
of these acts has ever been visited 
upon Ireland, for the simple reason 
that the Irish people refused’ to en- 
tertain them at any price; so the op- 
pressed English, as usual, gave way, 
and paid the piper alone. Again, 
last year, when the military service 
act, imposing conscription upon 
every able-bodied man between 19 
and 41, became law, Ireland was 
once More exempted. To the black 
Shame and grief of every true Irish- 
Ireland today stands officially 
sloof and alone in the 
Struggle for liberty and humanity. 
The thousands of her gallant sons 
who are fighting in the trenches 
alongside their English and Scottish 
and Ulster comrades find difficulty 
in filllnmg up the gaps in their ranks, 
because certain of their brothers 
prefer to stay at home—to make po- 
litical bargains, or tb engage in the 
profitable task of supplying the de- 
mands of depleted Great Britain for 
able-bodied labor.” 

But compare the modest demands 
of the Nationalist, even allowing for 
these little flaws in his scheme, with 
the home rule act which wag enacted 
in the summer of 1914, and which 
threatened civil war. Here are the 
three main provisions: | 

“(1.) A Parllament to be estab- 
lished tm Dublin. 

“(2.) Ireland to be exempt from 
insperial taxation. Great Britain was 
to pay for the entire upkeep of 
the army and navy, but to continue 
to pay the Irish old age pensions, to- 
gether with an annual subsidy to 
freland. In other words, Engjand and 
Scotland were to find the money, and 
the Irish executives were to spend 
it. The sum Involved, Including both 
direct payments and remission of 
texation, amounted to an annual free 
gift of about $35,000,000. 

“(3.) About forty Irish members 
were to be retained in the House of 
Commons.” 

It was this last provision that up- 
set England. The main object of 
the home rule act was to leave the 
Irish to themselves and to remove 
from Parliament this continually 
disturbing element that held the bal- 
ance of power and played politica. 

Irishmen have extraordinary his- 
torical memories for the wrongs of 
the past; they nourish them ten- 
aerly. It is as if the people of the 
South today burned with a hatred 
of the President of the United States 
becanse Gen, Sherman ravaged 
Georgia. The Irish tin America, es- 
pecially those serving the German 
propaganda, harp upon these griev- 
ancos bitterly and refuse to see what 
hag been done In the way of redress- 
ing wrongs in the past half-century. 
They say nothing of the land pur- 
chase act of fifteen years ago, where- 
by the Irish peasant of today is his 
own proprietor, a little experiment 
in philanthropy that cost the Eng«- 
lish taxpayer more than §500,000,000, 
or other generous and enlightened 
measures, 

In addition to 
party, 
mond, there are the Protestants of 
the north, the Unionists of the south 
and west, and the frankly revolution- 
ary party of the Sinn Fein, whose 
platform ts absolute separation from 
England and the British Empire. 

The men of Ulster are utterly loy- 
al to the union and will resist any 
attempts to be forced out of it. 
Surely you cannot coerce them; they 
have rights as well as the National- 
ists. And here is a curious analogy 
that is suggested by the Ulster prob- 
em: 
“Americans will remember that fn 
the early summer of 1914 certain 
British regiments (unconscious of 
the very different task that awaited 
them in August) were instructed to 
hold themselves tn readiness to en- 
force the Home Rule Act on Ul- 
ster. A number of the officers of 
those regiments resigned their com- 
missions rather than fight against 
their own kin. They were much 
criticized at the time. But in 
1776, when the British army was 
mobilized against the American 
colonies, a number of British offi- 
cers resigned their commissions, too 
(and tinecidentally sacrificed 
careers) rather than fight against 
their own flesh and blood across the 

Thus does history repeat it- 
self.” 


In dealing with the Sinn Fein he 
shows up the dastardly Easter out- 
rage in Dublin in its true light. The 
fact that these “revolutionists” 
etruck their first blow for. “free- 
dom” by a massacre of such British 
soldiers as happened to be strolling 
about the etreets, unarmed, and 
that this indiscriminate killing was 
extended to a large number of in- 
nocent civilians, not all of the male 
sex; and then settled down to the 
unrestrained looting of the shops 
and houses of Dublin, marks the 
character of this uprising. about 
which some of the Irish have woven 
a halo of romance. Some fifteen 
executions took place of men who 
had been directly convicted of delib- 
erate murder. But tnstead of drum- 
head courts-martiel and the itmme- 
diate execution of these criminals, 
the Finglish way was to give them 
lenethy and conscientious trials, and 
gradually volatile Trish public opin- 
fon veered about to an attitude of 
sympathy for these miscreants, and. 
forgetting the scores of innocent 
people that had been fonlly mur- 
dered bv these “revolutionists,.” de- 
nounced “English justice.” And to- 
dav there ts an Industrions propa- 
ganda in America busily engaced in 
extolling the virtues of these de- 
parted criminals and telling fantas- 
tic tales about them. : 
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the Nationalist 
headed by Mr. John Rea.

TUCSON (Ariz.) July 22.—Officer 
Joseph F. Nolan of Los Angeles has 
started home in custody of the per- 
son of Richard Brown, alias John 


Burns, claimed to be the identical 


James Harrington who escapéd from 
the Los Angeles County Jail on May 
27. He was arrested here June 15, 
on suspicion of burglary. Soon 
thereafter the Sheriff noted his re- 
semblance to the photograph of 
Harrington that had been supplied 
from Los Angeles. The prisoner 
flatly denied the connection and so 
there was necessity for the issuance 
by the Governor of extradition pa- 
pers. Just before Harrington de- 
parted from the local jail he was 
searched, as a matter of precau- 
tion. That this extra consideration 
was justified was shown by discov- 
ery of a packet of red pepper, un- 
doubtedly secured to throw in 
Nolan's eyes when there might come 
an opportunity for escape. The pep- 
per is believed to have been secured 
through the jail kitchen.

Dr. Carrel outlined briefly recent- 
ly the methods by which wounds 
are treated. The method of using 
the Dakin fluid—discovered by Dr. 
H, D, Dakin of Leeds, Eng.—came 
as a Godsend to France and Eng- 
lend, because the character of the 
poll over which the soldiers fight 
makes the infection of a wound al- 
roost certain unless it is sterilized 
immediately. As Dr. Carrel ex- 
presses it, the great thing is to ar- 
rest suppuration in the wound and 
to kill the poisonous bacilli before 
the wound its closed. 

HOW WOUNDS ARE TREATED. 

The Carrel-Dakin method is first 
te» cleanse the wound of all for- 
elgn matter, such as bits of shell 
or clothing or dirt. There is theu 
trought over the wound a container 
filled with the Dakin fluid. Lead- 
ing from this container is a glass 
tube with a stopeock similar to 
those instruments through which 
wine is dispensed to patrons of cer- 
tain tadle d'hote restaurants. This 
tube flares out into a comb-like 
&rrangement of tubes from which 
in turm are suspended small rubber 
tubes. These tubes are perforated 
and they are brought into contact 
vith all surfaces within the wound. 


At certain intervals the stopcock 
is turned and the Dakin solution 
pours int the wound. 


The solution fights the poisonous 
bacilli in the wound, aided by the 
natural tendency of the living tis- 
sues to fight their increase and 
progress. The wound is not drained 
continuously, but the discharge is 
scooped out. This discharge is ex- 
amined from day to day and the 
progress of the fight between fluid 
and bacilli is duly noted. When 


bacilli no longer appear in the dis- 
charge, the wound is sewed up and 
healing begins. Dr. Carrel has «@ 
ruethod of measuring exactly the 
cubie space of a wound, and by 
comparing these measurements Ne 
can compute almost to an hour the 
final healing of the wound. 

“Our success has been wonder- 
ful,” he sald. “We have been able 
toe reduce to one-third the time 
which it formerly took for a wound 
to heal. That means something, 
you may well believe, when hospitals 
are overcrowded and wounded men 
are beine brought in al! the time.”

WITH RAILWAYS 


Board Urges All Authorities 
to Aid the Cause. 


Design Efforts to Directly 
Help Win War. 


Unnecessary Projects Should 


be’ Eliminated. 
(SPECIAL 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—The 


Railroads War Board has addressed 
a plea to public service commissions 
and all State, county and munici- 
pal authorities throughout the 
United States urging co-operation 
with the railroads in suspension 


during the period of the war of all 
efforts not designed to help directly 
in winning the war. These specific 
Suggestions which the Railroads 
War Board makes to all such au- 
thorities are embodied in a letter 
forwarded by Chairman Fairfax 
Harrison. In that letter Mr. Harri- 
son says: “The present emergency 
has imposed upon the railroads a 
very unusual strain in transporting 
men, food, coal, munitions and ma- 
terials in augmented quantity. This 
burden, while cheerfully undertak- 
en, requires every ounce of energy; 
every unit of rolling stock, every 
dollar of capital, every bit of sup- 
plies of coal which the railroads 
can command.” . 

It is the opinion of this com- 
mittee that all efforts not designed 
to help directiy in winning the war 
should be suspended during the pe- 
riod of the war. Indeed, this is ob- 
viously the thought of President 
Wilson in his appeal to the country 
on April 16, 1917, which included 
the following statement: 

“It is evident to every thinking 
man that our industries must be 
made more prolific and more effi- 
cient than ever, and that they must 
be more economically managed and 
better adapted to the particular re- 
quirements of our task than they 
have been.” 
| Therefore, this committee earnest- 
ly recommends that during the 
war railroads be required by the 
public authorities to make improve- 
ments and carry out projects in- 
volving the expenditure of money 
and labor only when they are ab- 
solutely essential for war purposes 
of public safety. The prevailing 
high interest rate on money, the di-f 
ficvity of raising money in compe- 
tition with the tax free issues of the 
xovernment, the excessive cost of 
supplies and labor, the delay in ob- 
taining material, the possible block- 
ade of traffic and the diversion of 
labor, all contribute to make non- 
essential construction undesirable 
during the war. The committee con- 
Biders that the erection of new sta- 
tions, elimination of grade crossings 
are among the nonessential improve- 
ments which should be deferred at 
this time, and we respectfully sug- 
gest that the basis for consideration 
of new projects at this time should 
be the tncrease in the capacity of 
the carriers for national service. 
Furthermore, we urge your co-op- 
eration in eliminating of passenger 
service which is merely convenient 
and not justified by publie necessity 
during the present emergency situ- 
ation.

dance hall, where a Mexican dance 
was in progress, and look on. 
AMERICANS ORDERED OUT. 


They went and for a time sat 
against the wall. Then two or three 
of the white boys began to dance 
with Mexican girls they knew. The 
jealousy of some of the Mexicans 
was aroused and finally Jose Sanches 
and another Mexican told the Ameri- 
cans to leave. As they were leaving 
there was a rush of Mexicans, some 
of whom used beer bottles to strike 
at the Americans, who were crowded 
down the steps of the dance hall, 
Carl Waterman, brother-in-law of 
Eckels, received a cut on the head 
from a bottle. 

Outside there was a scuffle that 
lasted but a few sé@fonds. Sanchez 
drew a revolver and was told by Dan 
Rios, a boy for whose father Sanchez 
worked as a ranch hand, to put it up. 
Sanchez refused and fired twice in 
the alr. 

Eckels and Oscar Stewart had 
walked away about fifty feet. 
Sanchez followed them and when 
five or six feet from them Sanchez 
fired and Eckelsg fell. 


MURDERER DISAPPEARS. 


“There's one man who won't fight 
cholos any more,” said Sanchez with 
an oath. He ran and in an instant 
was out of sight. He has not been 
seen since. 

Eckels was shot through the tem- 
ple. He lived but a short time. Sheriff 
Jackson and several of his deputies 
were quickly called and soon dozens 
of men were hunting for Sanchez. 
Mexican houses were searched. As 
El Toro is at the edge of the foot- 
hills with which Sanchez ia ac- 
quainted, it is believed he is hiding 
in the brush.

DECREPIT PIER. 


Men are Ducked as Ancient 
Structure Collapses. 


Hundred People Marooned 
on Ocean End. 


Accident at Playa del Rey 
Alarms Sunday Crowd. 


CORRESPONDENCE, 

VENICE, July 22.—With a crash 
heard for more than a mile five 
benta of the decrepit Playa del Rey 
Pier gave way and sank into the 
ocean before noon today. With the 
debris went Edward Boehring and 
James Warren of South Flower 
street, Los Angeles; Charles Burtlip 
of South Pasadena and John Gough 
of Azure avenue, Venice. More than 
a hundred panic-stricken people were 
marooned on the sea end of the pier 
by the accident. The quartette who 
went down with the wreckage were 
partly responsible for the collapse of 
the aged structure, say the Venice 
police, who state that the men were 
teetering on the temporary bridge 
that had been constructed from the 
shore end to the ocean end of the 
structure, 


Five years ago the intervening! 
part of the bridge was carried away 
by a high tide, and temporary re- 
pairs were made in lieu of a perma- 
nent span. 

RESCUERS ARRIVE. 

The fact that one end of the mass 
of timbers found lodgment on the 
rocky shore saved those alleged to 
be responsible for the accident from 
Retting more than &@ scare and a good 
wetting. They had reached shore by 
the time Chief Burt Reynolds of the 
police department and Judge W. A. 
Rennie arrived in a police car with 
a rescuing party. The chief at once 
telephoned the fire department for 
the hook and ladder company. The 
blowing of the fire department siren 
soon brought thousands of beach 
visitors to the scene. 

“Women and children first” was 
the slogan of the firemen as they 
went to the rescue of the screaming 
women and excited men marooned 
on the sea end of the ancient pier. 
When the work of placing ladders on 
the half-submerged wreckage to 
reach to the broken end of the pier 
fifty feet above began, it was low 
tide. As the women and children 
were assisted down the ladders and 
carefully guided across the jagged 
timbers to the slippery rocks, the tide 
gradually rose until the last of the 
party were wading’ before they 
finally got to shore.

Acre Return in California, Says Government Report, 
is Third More than Average of Next Ranking State 
| and Nearly Three Times that of United States—We 
Jump from Thirteenth to Twelfth Place. 


ALIFORNIA’S cotton crop in 

1916 amounted to 43,664 bales, | 

according to a report issued 
yesterday by the Bureau of Census, 
United States Department of Com- 
merce. 

Of this number, 39,028 bales were 
produced in Imperial county and 
4636 bales in Riverside county. 

In Imperial Valley, besides the 
39,028 bales ginned on the Ameri- 
can side, 24,147 bales were ginned 
on the Mexican side, making a to- 
tal valley production of 63,175 
bales.

It was the only State whose 
growers averaged 20 cents per pound, 
The Bureau of Crop Estimates also 
reported that the average price of 
Durango cotton, which yields as 
heavily as short staple and com- 
posed 30 per cent. of the crop, was 
26 cents per pound. 

The acre return tn California was 
$80, .one-third more than the av- 
erage of the next ranking cotton 
State, and nearly three times the 
average acre return of the United 
States. The following table is com- 
piled from the revised reports of 
the Bureau of Crop Estimates as 
published itn the monthly crop re- 
port for June, 1917:

HE HAS SPIED. 


And Gives Version of Tangle 
in Domestic Affairs. 


He’s Family H ve, Declares 
German Held in Jail. 


Thousands of Love Missives 
in His Correspondence. 


Capt. Karl Offer, former German 
officer, yesterday at the County Jalil, 
where he is held by Federal officers 
because of supposed pernicious ac- 
tivities against the interests of the 
American government, gave out a 
Statement dealing with his strange 
marriage, its stranger sequel and his 
present plight. Suit for divorce, in- 
volving charges of cruelty, has been 
filed at San Diego by his wife, the 
former Miss Eunice James, a Daugh- 
ter of the American Revolution, but 
Capt. Offer passes over the legal 
complications raised by the fact he 
is an alien enemy and his wife prob- 
ably ig one also, and therefore 
barred from the courts, because of 
her marriage to him. 
“Whatever my wife now accuses 
me of,” sald Capt. Offer, “I shall 
not contest. The poor girl's feelings 
are torn by love for her mother, 
love for her country and love for 
me.” 


“Again he remarked: “All my 
private correspondence; consisting 


of thousands of love letters, has been 
confiscated. As I was informed, and 
as I very well know, nothing was 
found to satisfy the eager wish to 
connect me with any acts of dis- 
loyalty to this country.” 

Explaining how a box -of tron 
crosses came to be found in his 
home, Capt. Offer said: “They were 
given me for sale for the German- 
American Help Society a year ago. 
It is the unsold stock that was found. 
About my own decoration: I was 
privately informed that nearly all 
the gallant defenders of Tsing-Tau”— 
Capt. Offer states he was one of the 
German garrison there—‘will re- 
ceive the cross and that at home 
several members of my family have 
been decorated, but that I am con- 
sidered the family hero.” : 
He denies emphatically that he 
has been guilty of any act that 
justifies his detention, says he has 
not been in Tia Juana since war was 
declared by the United States and 
explains that land he has bought 
near the border,—a cause for 
suspicion—is rented to an officer of 
the United States Army. His pres- 
ent plight, he declares, is due to 
his having overheard a street speaker 
talk of three German soldiers killing 
a Belgian girl. He challenged the 
speakers to prove the charge and 
a private detective, he alleges, was 
set to make trouble for him. Then 
he was told he could buy off persecu- 
tion by these private persons, he 
says, and attributes his arrest, at 
least in part, to refusal to do so, “as 
being below my honor.” 

In his statement, Capt. Offer 
Pointed to his recent investments in 
real estate at and near San Diego, 
“not too heavily mortgaged,” as 
proof of his purpose to be an orderly 
resident of California.

Dean A. F. Knudsen spoke in Kro- 
tona Institute of Theosophy yester- 
day afternoon ‘on “The ve of 
God,” saying, in part: 

“God's love for man is questioned 
alone by those who fail to see a 
great plan, a great sequence and an 
upbuilding that is the fundamental 
life of the universe. If there is 
such a thing as a center of con- 
sciousness organizing the whole, it 
is not to be doubted that He has a 
deep interest in the detail as well 
as the Gnal outcome of His plan, be 
it profoundly serious or just a game. 
Man is one of the great parts of the 
drama of evolution, and as every 
man is interested in the parts and 
materials of anything that he is 
building, tH is safe to assume that 
God takes an interest in the devel- 
opment of humanity. 

“The fear of God came through 
the conception of human develop- 
ment ag a finality, and not a process 
*till in the making. Recognized as 
“a process still in the making, God 
has His interest in it. The dull, 
vneomprehending mind, seeking 
leisure and repose, avoiding the 
eweat of consecutive effort as ob- 
noxious, has stumbled upon the idea 
that God hates man: and yet that is 
not so far from the truth, because 
man is in the making, and God is 
still dissatisfied with his achieve-. 
ment.” 


Life’s Desire. | 
REACHER TELLS OF 
RELIGION’S GATEWAY 


SERMON BY NOTED MINISTER 
FROM THE EAST. 


Dr. Carl S. Patton Speaks Before 
a Large Audience in the First 
Congtegational Church, Declar- 
ing that Religion is the Natural 
Attitade for the Normal Soul. 


Dr. Carl 8. Patton spoke yester- 
day morning at the First Congrega- 
tional Church before a very large 
audience on “Three Gateways to Re- 
ligion,”” the first, that of practical 
necessity through the hardness of 
human life and its exactions out of 
the struggle of which man natural- 
ly turns to religion. The second 
gateway he characterized as that of 


wonder—and the third which stands 
close to it—the gateway of the rid- 
dle of existence. 

In considering this last 
to religion, Dr. Patton said: 
“Religion is born of mystery, and 
people who can feel no mystery have 
no religion. Some people are afraid 
that modern science, and the scien- 
tific spirit which it breeds, will close 
this gateway by dispelling all the 
mystery of life. Such people felt 
thirty years ago that evolution 
might dispose of God. ‘Don't ask 
too many questions,” say those peo- 
ple. ‘Don’t pry around the roots 
too much. Pretty soon you will have 
everything explained and then there 
will be nothing to worship.’ I am 
not alarmed about that. No study 
that the human race has yet under- 
taken has touched the underlying 
mystery of life. Historical questions 
about Jesus, about miracles, about 
the Bible, which we could answer 
if we would get right down to

them we atand at one of the gate- 
| ways through which the race in 
all lands and times has come to re- 
ligion. If you understand that 
every explanation is for some one lit- 
tle thing, but no explanation touches 
the whole, if you realize that our 
desire to know, noble and worthy 
as it is, always takes us back or ou’ 
to something we do not and canno 
know, then one gateway to religion 
stands open there before you and 
all you have to do 1s to go through. 

“From all this there comes into 
view again the truth that religion 
is not a manufactured article 
dropped down from the skies, or in- 
jected into the human aystem, or 
grafted upon our native stock. It 
is an attitude of the soul of man as 
he stands before the conditions of 
his life, the vastness of the unil- 
verse and the mystery of existence 
Religion ts the natural attitude and 
comes out of the normal! soul jusi 
as instinctively as art, or music, or 
literature, and it is a thousand times 
more natural and broadly human 
than any of these. If life is never 
hard for you, if you are not im- 
pressed with the vastness of any- 
thing, nor ever stop to wonder about 
things, but just take it all lke a 
red ox—if you never ask any ques. 
tions except about the styles and 
the prices, or the score, then I don’t 
see how you are to go through any 
of the gateways of religion. Rut if 
your soul is normal here they stand 
open before you as from the fvur- 
Aation of the world. You do not 
have to go through any of them— 
but why shouldn't you?”

But these women were dined after their 
freedom and from the banquet hall went the 
arrogant word that they would keep up 
their campaign in the same old way and, if 
they were nuisances before, they would re 
main such to the end.

N IMPUDENT PROCLAMATION. 


The policy of union labor in the war, 


as stated by itself in a circular published 
by its authority, is that announced: 

“On March 12, 1917, by a conference com- 
posed of the Executive Council of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and representa- 
tives of seventy-nine affiliated unions, of the 
five affiliated departments (government 
service,) and of five unaffiliated organiza- 
tions (the four railway brotherhoods and 
the national window glass workers,) as- 
sembled in Washington in order ‘that they 
might agree among themselves what should 
be their part in the defense of this republic 
if war should come.’ This conference unan- 
imously adopted a statement of the attitude 
of organized labor in war time, which the 
public generally understands pledges it to 
lay aside during the war its special class 
interests, to take no advantace of war-time 
conditions in order to extend union control 
over industry, and to act in full, disinter- 
ested and patriotic co-operation with the 
government and with the industries of the 
country in meeting the nation's vital needs 
in time of war.” 

The great basic industries of the country, 
upon which will fall the burden of the 
actual work of war preparation are almost 
entirely open shop, and the closed-shop 
unions have never been able to control or 
influence them or persuade them to join in 
the strikes it has inaugurated, and The 
Times predicts that the attempt of Gom- 
pers to induce them to co-operate with his 
Federation of Labor to use war-time condi- 
tions and necessities to extend the grip of 
the closed shop upon American industry 
will utterly fail. 

Says the Gompers circular: “War has 
never put a stop to the necessity for strug- 
gle to establish and maintain industrial 
rights”—meaning thereby the “right” of 
labor unions to dictate to employers whom 
they shall employ and what wages they 
shall pay, and to take charge of their busi- 
ness generally, and boycott and picket 
those who refuse to submit to their dicta- 
tion. 

The circular further says: 

“In no previous war has the organized 
labor movement taken a directing part... 
War has never put a stop to the necessity 
for struggle to establish and maintain in- 
dustrial rights . Labor demands the 
right in war times to be the recognized de- 
fender of wage-earners against the same 
forces which in former wars have made 
national necessity an excuse for more 
ruthless methods . 

The one truth in the foregoing bombastic 
statement is that “in no previous war has 
the organized labor movement taken a di- 
recting part.” Mr. Gompers did not in- 
struct Admiral Dewey to damn the tor- 
pedoes and go ahead, nor did he direct 
Roosevelt to storm San Juan Hill. The 
labor unions of 1865 did not issue orders 
to Grant to fight the Battle of the Wilder. 
ness, or orders to Sherman to march 
through Georgia, and if there were labor 
unions during the Mexican War there !s no 
evidence that they directed the movements 
of Gen. Taylor or Gen. Scott. 


Finally, in the April (1917) Federationist, 
Mr. Gompers said in part: “The workers 
are willing to give service—as free men 
with a right to representation in the agen- 
cies that contro] service. They demand 
representation for their interests and con- 
victions in determining the finances of the 
war, the board of censors, food contro! an4é

tunity.” And in the May (1917) number 
he said: 

“The organized labor movement is an in- 
tegral part of society .. . Co-operation of 
workers can with justice only be asked 
when that movement is recognized as the 
organism through which. all workers ex- 
press their will. The government... 
must recognize and deal with the organ- 
ized labor movement in all matters which 
concern labor. . .. It is the opportunity 
for labor, conscious of the dignity of its 
service, assured of the justice of its eause, 
to demand the right to participate as a dis- 
tinct entity in national] affairs.” ,; 

Will the American people be content to 
turn this republic into a goverment of 
trades unions, by trades unions, for trades 
unions? 


BAD MEN OF ARIZONA. 

“Organized labor” in Arizona just now 
appears to be in a devil of a fix. It appre 
cilates that the I.W.W. is a force that is dis- 
rupting the unions and yet it likes the 
work the LW.W. has been doing in trying 
to smash the stubborn corporations that 
have refused to accept union control in the 
past. Arizona urionism is on the floor, so 
to speak, bumped in trying to occupy twa 
stools. Its federation boss has taken sides 
to the extent of demanding that Gov. Camp- 
bell Insist on return of the IL.W.W. to Bis- 
bee. Possibly, while filled.with indignation 
on this subject, possibly also filled with 
something else, this boss aforesaid has just 
been jailed in Phoenix, charged with as- 
sault with a deadly weapon on a young man 
who had joined the Loyalty League. All of 
this despite the dignity of his position as 
head of organized labor in the State, in 


which, we believe, he is as well chairman 


of the Labor Committee of the State Coun- 
cll of Defense. He and others of the feder- 
ation seem to be expecting much of former 
Gov. Hunt, now at Globe, there serving as 
“personal representative” of the President, 
who is reported to have ordered military 
abandonment of the mines of the South- 
west to the rabble or to the protection of 


local. vigilance committees, such as that. 


formed at Bisbee. The former Governor, 
world-renowned as a friend of unionism and 
as a foe to corporations, is quoted, however, 
as afivising the President that troops 
should be kept in Globe, necessarily carry- 
ing the same advice concerning other cop- 
per camps. 

No one expects the unionites to be con- 
sistent, yet their own actions in the past 
have furnished sufficient reason for the 
very deportations of which they now 
complain from Bisbee and Jerome. Look- 
ing over the newspaper files of only a few 
months ago reports are found of repeated 
“deportations” from Clifton of nonunion 
men, “drummed out of camp” with insult 
and violence, simply because they would not 
join in the union demands and prove false 
to employers whom they esteemed and by 
whom they were held in regard. It hap- 
pened at that time that George W. P. Hunt 
was Governor of Arizona, and it happened 
also that he sent to the spot the National 
Guard of Arizona, but apparently with spe 
cific instructions to not interfere with “la- 
bor” when it wished to drive from camp any 
man of independent thought. 


Today in Bisbee the boot is on the other | 


foot. The citizens, business men, mechan- 
ics and miners, including many union mem- 
bers, all people who wanted to continue 
sharing in the largest prosperity the camp 
ever has known, combined in a clean-up of 
agitators who would not work, never 
worked and never will work, and served in 
the patriotic service of restoring to the na- 
tion one of her largest copper producers as 
well as establishing peace where open trea- 
son had been allowed to go unchecked. 
Maybe in the bunch of Wobblies were 
caught a few Old Dog Trays. Possibly also 
there were included some members of a 
leisure class such as once decorated our 
own Alameda street, while suspected boot- 
leggers and habitual criminals might not 
have been overlooked. Undoubtedly there 
was some breaking of ergs in the making 
of the omelet; yet who can blame the man 
who drives the thief from his home? 

But in all of this agitation organized la- 
bor is getting nowhere very fast and its 
dream of untfonizing all southwestern indus- 
try seems more nebulous than ever before.

TTEMPT TO RAISE 
STORM OVER MILK. 


CHARGES MADE IN LETTERS TO 
ARTESIA DAIRYMEN. 


[LOCAL CORRERPONDENCE. } 

ARTESIA, July 22.—An attempt is 
being made to stir up the members 
of the Southern California Milk Pro- 
dacers’ Association in this vicinity. 
Letters are being sent to the dairy-. 
men in which it is stated that cer- 
tain individual notes given by them 
some time since, and which were 


only to be collected under specified 
conditions, which do not now ‘*pre- 
vail, are being collected and the pro- 
ceeds put into the general fund con- 
trary to the original agreement. It 
is also stated than an overcharge 
has been made for feight and a 
sum more than enough to pay actual 
transportation costs has been col- 
lected and misapplied, and that there 
are certain abritrary charges against 
the producer, which are not au- 
thorized in the original specifications. 
It is proposed that the management 
be brought into court upon proceed- 
ings in which the members all join. 
One suit has already been launched 
by W. H. Hutcher individually, which 
involves practically the same cNarges. 

These charges are deniéd by promi- 
nent producers, who say that the 
use of the notes in the manner stated 
was entirely satisfactory to all the 
producers who did not raise their 
own feed, since the money was used 
to buy hay in large quantities and 
distribute it to the dairies at a fig- 
ure much lesg than the market price. 
As to the alleged freight overcharge, 
it is claimed that any individual pro- 
ducer who can get his milk to the 
creamery at a less rate than esti- 
mated, can, on proper process, have 
the*diifference refunded, and that the 
alleged arbitrary charges are all 
satisfactory to those who take the 
trouble to Investigate. It is claimed 
that this litigation is only for the 
purpose of discrediting the orfaniza- 
tion which, it is stated, has been the 
means of increasing the price of but- 
ter fat from 45 cents at the time of 
organization to 75 cents, which the 
creameries have pledged for the com- 
ing month,

The cop- 
per produced is the only red metal 
west of the Michigan fields ap- 
proaching purity and that does not 
need to be refined before being avail- 
able for commercial uses.

While the first shipment of 61,000 
pounds was billed through the Perth 
Amboy, the first copper plate, or 
cathode, went to the State Capitol, 
there to mark inauguration of a new 
industry in the Southwest. It its said 
that within the tenth of 1 per 
cent. impurity known in the metal, 
the outside elements mainly are iron 
and aluminum, which harm little, or 
not at all. 

Each cathode grows in the sul- 
phuric acid bath at the rate of ten 
pounds a day, till a weight of 165 
pounds is attained, this limit made 
merely for convenience in handling. 
The production for the month has 
passed 80,000 pounds a day, and is 
to reach 120,000 pounds very soon. 
The extraction percentage from the 
ore was set at 82. Instead, already it 
has reached an average of 85.7, and 
for a day has gone to 990.7. The ore, 
estimated at 1.5 per cent. copper, 
also has been better than expected, 
averaging 1.7. 

Production costs are expected to 
aggregate about 8 cents a pound, 
the lowest in the Southwest since the 
general rise. The plant has a large 
time advantage in the marketing of 
its product, as the delay from the 
electrolytic handling of ordinary Bes- 
semer copper runs sixty to ninety 
days.

GOLD OUTPUT SMAUER. 

According to statistics published 
by the Chronicle, the world’s gold 
production in 1916 was valued at 
$458,808,761, as compared with 
$471,834,145 in 1915, the largest in 
history. In 1914 the output was 
valued at $442,659,762. The world’s 
total gold production amounted to 
22,194,911 fine ounces, as against 
22,825,015 ounces in 1915 and 21,- 
413,708 ounces in 1914. The world's 
production of gold, as estimated, 
records a decrease in 1916, notwith- 
etanding that supplies from the 
Transvaal were of greater magni- 
tude than ever before, and Rhodesia 
and Canada made greater contribu- 
tions to the general aggregate than 
in the previous year, the former 
éetting for itself a new high record 
and the latter getting closer to the 
totals exhibited in 1900 to 1902, in- 
ciusive, when the Yukon sprang Into 
prominence and was almost hailed 
as a coming rival to South Africa.

HE monthly financial letter of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ National 
Bank of this city under date of the 14th inst. says: 


When a person is suffering from a malignant disease, speculating 
on how he contracted ft does not ald his recovery. This nation is at war. 
It is as useless to ask why it is in it. why it is fighting, as it would be 
for the sick man to inquire how he became ill. It is in it. It could not 
back out if it wanted to, and only traitors to American ideals and tradi- 


tions would want to back out. 


It is the urgent duty of every American to assist In so using the physi- 
cal and economic forces of the nation as to bring the war to an end with 


victory for America. Remember one thing: If the United States does not 
defeat the common enemy of the Allies, that enemy will defeat the United 
States. It is a serious mistake to underestimate the task before the 
American people. It is enormous, rendered more so by the inefficient 
policy of our government since 1913. Instead of indulging in the de- 
lusion that this government could avoid being drawn into the conflict, it 
should have prepared for defense. Preparedness for defense would have 
put it a long way on the road to preparedness for offense measures 
which it now must take. Preparation during the early stages of the war 
could have been made in calm deliberation, instead of a preparatian made 
under the many kinds of hysteria that various public officials are suffering 


from. 


But let that pass. Acknowledging that mistakes have been made, the 
nation must redouble its efforts for preparedness, It will start off with a 
magnificent unit of success in its trained army and naval forces, both 
officers and men, few though they be. Man for man, the regular United 
States soldier is not surpassed by the soldier of any country on earth, 
The rank and file of the American people are as plastic as were either 
the Canadians or the Australians. With intensive training, the average 


American will make as good a soldier as treads the earth. 


It is to be regretted that the Secretary of the Army and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy are civilians and not men trained in the service. But 
America will survive this disaster and in due time mobilize an army that 
will do honor to her traditions. Transporting this army across the sub- 
marine-infested seas will be both difficult and dangerous. Yet American 


genius and ingenuity will accomplish this task. 


America has assisted the Allies with her wealth. Sooner or later she 
will make her power felt in other ways. She is already assisting with 
her navy. The advance guard of her army is already in France. To ac- 
complish the results desired will take the united efforts of all of her 


people. 


The devastation and robbery of Belgium: Serbia destroyed; the fair- 
est portion of France desolated as no country was ever desolate@ by the 
barbaric followers of Genghis Kahn; the sinking of the Lusitania and 
American vessels, coupled with an appalling loss of life; the disgraceful 
efforts of the Central Powers to embroi} us with Mexico and Japan; re- 
peated promises by Germany made to us only to be broken: the violation 
by her of our hospitality, in hatching plots on our soil and fomenting

into the American consciousness. The fighting spirit of the American 
people has been aroused. Formidable as the tasks before them may be, 


these tasks Will be accomplished. 


The loyalty to this government of millions of American citizens of 


German extraction is a source of extreme gratification to the American 
people. By the same token, the loyalty of citizens of German-American

RED CROSS CONTRIBUTIONS. 


No sooner was the Liberty bond campaign ended than an eight-day 
drive to raise money for Red Cross purposes was inaugurated. Again a 
certain portion of the American people responded nobly to the call. The 
amount requested is oversubscribed everywhere. 

But what is the matter with the people when, in a city of the size of 
Los Angeles (which certainly has a population of over 600,000.) less than 
2500 inhabitants did the subscribing? These 2500 contributed more than 
$1,000,000. This was noble work on their part. It is possible that a 
proper canvass, one that would reach the small contributors, was not 
made. It is gratifying that the sur required, and more, was obtained. 
This subscription shows that the heart of the American people is in this 
work. When the soldiers of this government have taken the field, vic- 
tories or reverses on their part will arouse an enthusiasm not now fully 
developed, but which, when aroused, will be irresistible.

Stringency of the financial situation will be add- 
ed to by this transference of bank balances, temporarily at least, and 
higher interest rates should prevail. 

' Demand for bonds is less active than during the earlier months of 
the year.

RUSSIA’S COTTON CROP. | 


Last Year’s Bumper Yield Surpassed 
This Season. 

Russia's cotton crop for 1916 made 
an unprecedented increase in pro- 
duction. A record growth was also 
made by the output of cotton manu- 
factures. So efficiently organized was 
this industry under the direction of 
a committee formed in Moscow for 
the purpose of supplying factories 
with cotton that almost the entire 
needs of the empire were filled by 
domestic production. 

The crop was especially good in 
Central Asia, the amount received 
from the ristricts of Fergansk Syr- 
Dariinsk, Samarkand, Trans-Caspia, 
as well as Khiva and Bokhara, being 
671,600,000 pounds. To this was ad- 
ded the cotton from the Caucasus, 
which raised the Russian crop to 730,- 
000,000 pounds. 

The Central Cotton Committee an- 
nounces that the crop for the season 
of 1917 will be even larger than that

THE LUSITANIA DEAD. 


A Marble Cross and Three Rough 
Mounds of Earth All that 
Mark the Graves of the 
Thousand Victims of 
U-Boat Tragedy. 


[Queenstown Correspondence of 
Boston Transcript:] The newest me- 


the Lusitania victims is an artificial 
bouquet of flowers inclosed in a glass 
case, which also contains a woman’s 
photograph and a small marble 
cross, with the inscription: “In Mem- 
ory of My Dear Wife, Margaret 
Butler, "Drowned on the Lusitania. 
Vengeance is Mine, Saith the Lord, I 
Will Repay.” This and three rough 
mounds of earth are virtually all 
that mark the resting place of more 
than a thousand persons, who per- 
ished May 7, 1915, when a German 
submarine stunned the world by 
sending to the bottom of the ocean, 
twenty-three miles from here, the 
first trans-Atlantic passenger steam- 


ship to be sunk by a torpedo. 
A high official of the Cunard 


Lusitania, visited the graves recently 
and deprecated the fact that they are 
so neglected. He said he is making a 
report to his company with the view 
of co-operating with the British 
government for a_ suitable monu- 
ment, but expressed doubt if any- 
thing could be done in the midst of 
this world war. | 

Officers and men from American 
craft now in British waters also have 
made long overland pilgrimages to 
the graves and have given hearty 
support to the movement. 

A correspondent of the Associat- 
ed Press, who a few days ago visited 
the burial place in a local cemetery 
which is situated in a green wood on 
the cliffs behind this picturesque 
town, found grass growing a foot 
high over the three mounds mark- 
ing’ as many huge graves, the larg- 
est containing seventy bodies and the 
others eighty and twenty-seven vic- 
tims of the German submarine. 

The Town Clerk apologized for the 
uncut grass, saying it was allowed to 
grow until July 1to enable the 

oorly-paid caretaker to procure 

ay therefrom. 

The Town Council has just denied 
a request made by the relatives of 
Miss E. A. Secombe of Peterborough, 
N. H., to allow her body to be dis- 
interred for burial in the United 
States, on the ground that it is op- 
posed to the public health. Similar 
requests hav > been denied on the

The cemetery is seldom visited by 
any of the townspeople, who shun 
it because it brings back awful mem- 
ories of the heart-breaking scenes 
enacted on that fatal May 7 two 
years ago.

Trio of Slavonians Attempt to 
Make Use of Pieasure Craft, but 
Boat Capsizes and Only One Es- 
capes—Men not Recognized as 
Renters of the Skiff. 


The placid waters of the lake in 
Lincoln Park claimed the lives of 
two Slavonian young men late last 
night as payment for a capsized boat. 
A third man narrowly escaped 
drowning when he was rescued by 
a youth who heard his cries. 

The dead are Secondo Varvello, a 
butcher, of No. 730% Castelar street: 
Francisco Gay, Varvello’s compan- 
ion, of No, 728 Castelar street. 
Umberto Dona, Varvello’s brother- 
in-law, and president of the Broad- 
way Market Company, No. 730 Cas- 
telar street, was also in the cap- 
sized boat. He was rescued. 
According to the report made by 
Sergt.
